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Fifty Million Bushel Wheat Crop 
To Be Produced In Oklahoma Says 
President of Agriculture Board

OKLAHOMA CITY,

22.— 
Fifty million bushels is 
the 
esti­ 
mate of Oklahoma's winter wheat 
crop, according to J. A. W hitehurst, 
president of the state board of agri­ 
culture, in a statement Thursday 
night. The probable average acre 
yield will be fourteen bushels on 
the area harvested, W hitehurst said. 
An estimate issued by the board 
of agriculture in June was that 
the Oklahoma crop of wheat would 
amount to 26,000,000 bushels. The 
1921 crop is estimated at 4,000,000 
bushels more than the yield of 1920 
which was 46,240.000 bushels and 
was 40.000 less than the yield of 
1919, which was 50,040,000 bush­ 
els. 
According to the price 
of 
spot 
wagon wheat in 
Oklahoma 
City 
Thursday, which was $1 a bushel, 


a loss of $2,000,000 in the wheat 
crop will be shown over 
that 
of 
1920, and the entire yield will bring 
less than half what the 1919 crop 
brought. The wheat crop of 1919 
sold 
for 
$110,782,000 
while 
the 
estimate for the 1921 crop is $50,- 
000,000. The wheat yield in 1907 
which was the statehood year of 
Oklahoma, 
sold 
for 
$7,164,000, 
whicn is only one-seventh of the 
estimate for 1921, or about one- 
fifteenth of the returns for the crop 
of 1919. 
The estimated acreage of the crop 
of 1921 shows an increase of 680,- 
000 acres over that of 1920, or ap­ 
proximately the same as that of 
1919, which was 3,860,000 acres. 
Oklahoma holds first place in the 
increase in acreage 
and yield an 
acre of wheat during the last ten 
years, according to W hitehurst.

Building Industry Heavy 
Loser Through Year’s 
Unemployment. 


(By th* Associated Press) 
NEW YORK, July 22 —Over half 
a million dollars in wages is being 
lost in the building industry through 
unemployment declares the report 
made public today by the committee 
on elimination of waste in industry 
of the American Engineers council. 
The committee appointed by Her­ 
bert Hoover, when he was president 
of the council, asserted that lack 
of work was the outstanding fact 
in this industry, whose critical con­ 
dition is attributed, primarily, to 
the high cost of construction. 
The report said that waste was 
caused by huge losses in building 
which, including all trades and com­ 
mon labor, ranks second among the 
industries and contributes more than 
three billion dollars yearly to the 
wealth of the nation. 
The chief sources of waste in in­ 
dustry were, according to the re­ 
port, irregular employment, ineffic­ 
ient management, and wasteful labor 
regulations. Customs or conditions 
prevailing throughout the industry 
and poorly designed plans were giv­ 
en second among the causes. 
Union Rules Condemned. 
Many union rules were condemn­ 
ed as “absolutely wrong,** and both 
employers and employees were blam­ 
ed for restriction of output. 
The report on the Irregularity of 
employment for the building trades 
workers* declared that they were 
busy only* on an average of 190 
days In the year. 
Unions are not alone to blame 
for restricted output, but the re­ 
port said that 
“contractors 
and 
builders and supply dealers affect 
the situation, too, as they are re­ 
sponsible directly by the mainten­ 
ance of high prices, collusion in 
bidding and unfair practices.**

To do this 
we must not make too large crops and must feed it to the 
markets with some regularity throughout the twelve months, 
instead of dumping it on the market all at one time. It is 
true this change cannot be made over night and the present 
marketing plans should not be interfered with until we are 
certain we have something better. 
Another way of getting the same results is to grow the 
food at home. We appreciate the fact that this is a day of 
specialists. One man can grow' cotton better than he can 
grow any other crop. Others can grow hogs or cattle or 
peanuts or corn better than his neighbors. But in spite of 
this, some arrangements should be made whereby each com­ 
munity in the South will grow the foods that community gen­ 
erally needs, so far as these foods can be grown. 
A variety of crops is not only advisable from a health 
and wealth standpoint of view, but it is an absolute necessity 
under the existing high freight rates. Possibly one could not 
grow hogs in a given territory' profitably five years ago, be­ 
cause the meat could be produced in the corn belts, shipped 
in and sold for less money than a local man could grow the 
hogs and cure the products. With high freight rates this has 
a1! changed. In competition with the corn belt, cattle and 
hog men, the farmers of the South will find themselves pro- 
____ 
vided freight rates are not lowered, in a better position than j

they have ever been. 
The poor hillsides of old New England are to be put to 
use as grazing lands. These hillsides were left uncultivated 
and unused a few years ago when the great prairie lands 
were opened up and the herds of white faces sprang into 
existence. But now the freight on the western cattle is so 
high that the New England farmers believe they can grow 
cattle at a profit, lf it can be produced at a profit in old 
New England, it can certainly be grown at a profit in the 
South.

how agents of the organized grain 
trades are preparing to spend the 
$25,000 “war chest” recently pledg­ 
ed at Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Mr. Culbertson states 
that 
a 
quarter of a million dollars 1b the 
minimum to be used to “actively 
combat the activities of the U. S. 
Grain Growers, Inc., 
and 
county 
agents.” 
In his letter, which grain deal­ 
ers state is a practical declaration 
of war against the U. S. Grain Grow­ 
ers, the following paragraph is ex­ 
planatory : 
“List all farmers at his station 
or stations. Make it up from your 
list of customers, or from the lo­ 
cal telephone directory. It is pro­ 
posed to send this list to the pub­ 
licity agent of the Chicago hoard of 
trade, so that every farm er may re­ 
ceive some very important litera­ 
ture.” 
The U. S. Grain Growers have 
characterized the “war” declaration 
as another attempt to keep the con­ 
trol of the grain industry in the 
hands of the board of trade.
